DAYS OF GRACE ABOLISHED. 

The Negotiable Instrument bill, 
passed by the last session of tbe 
Kentucky Legislature, went Into 
effect Monday and all papers signed 
thereafter will be due on the date 
specified, tbe three days of grace 
which have customarily been 
granted by banks and individually 
in this State, being abolished. 
The bill whioh went into effect 
provides also that all notes made 
payable at any bank shall be con- 
sidered equivalent to an order on 
that bank for the payment of the 
obligation on the account of the 
largest debtor. That is, also, a de- 
oided departure in banking meth- 
ods, as most of tbe notes made are 
payable in some bank, and form- 
erly none would have considered 
making the payment without an 
additional order from the debtor. 



Kentucky is the twenty-fifth 
State in the Union to abolish tbe 
days of grace, and the section of 
the negotiable instrument act 
which makes the ruling, reads as 
follows: "Every negotiable instru- 
ment is payable at the time fixed 
therein, without grace. When the 
day of maturity falls on Sunday or

Melville E. Stone, manager of the 
Associated Press, in an address to 
the General Federation of Women 
Suffragists at St. Louis, said: "Let 
me tell you that the scandal papers 
of the country are supported by 
women.
